BANGKOK, Jan. 29.—After lying all night 
at the landing wharf we were able to go 
ssiore. At daylight the night shift of tide 
walters were relieved two by two and paddled 
away With their blankets slung theatrically 
ever one shoulder.

crusade. For years the section of the health 
ordinance prohibiting spitting in public 
places slept in the municipal code. No one 
had ever been arrested for its violation and 
spitters spat with immunity. Abouta month 
ago the Progressive Health club, of which 
Dr. Mary Seymour is president, “ got busy.”’ 
It sent a communication toAhe council, in 
reply to which the council expressed itself 
favorable to an enforcement of thelaw. The 
newspapers took up the matter. 

It then being in order to act, the police 
got busy. For the first five days they made 
an average of twenty arrests a day. They 
took spitters of high and of low degree; they 
took them on the corners, they took them 
on the trains. The offenders in most cases 
were fined, and henceforth made it a point 
to spit in the street or to hit the cuspidor. 

By the end of the week the police were 
enforcing the law like an ordinary duty. 
None of the offenders was arrested yester- 
day. (*See footnote.) 

Chief O'Neill declared the order to arrest 
spitters was a standing order and not a pass* 
ing crusade. 


Looking Backward Over a Year. 


A review of the various attempts to se- 
cure enforcement of the laws reveals a sim- 
ilar fate for most police crusades. This is

THE POLICY SWINDLE—Goaded by public de- 

mands for the suppression of the evil, Chief 

O'Neill detailed Detective Herts March 8, 19038, 

to direct a crusade against the policy sharks.

the task.

IMMORAL LITERATURE—Twenty newsdealers 
arrested in first week of August, 1903, for selling 
objettionable literature. Crusade lasted four 
days. 

“KEEP THE CITY CLEAN ’—During April, 
1908, the police arrested many citizens for throw- 
ing paper and other waate in the streets. Since 
then no police activity in that direction. 

MIDNIGHT CLOSING—Spasmodic crusades last- 
ing from four to ten days in July, August, Octo- 
ber, December, and January. Crusades for the 
enforcement of the new law for 1 o’clock closing 
may be expected at any time.

Details of Explorer Leonidas Hub- 
bard’s Death in Labrador. 


CARIBOU HORNS FOR FOOD. 


Sole Survivor Sends Back the Diary 
Kept by Dying Man. 


New York, March 23.—[Special.]—The first 
authentic information of the death of Leoni- 
das Hubbard Jr., the magazine writer, who 
starved to death in the interior of Labrador 
in October last, was received in this city 
today. 

The letter came to Miss A. D. Wallace from 
her brother, Dillon Wallace, Hubbard’s sole 
white companion. It says in part: 

‘*IT will merely say we plunged madly into 
the interior of an unknown country, Into re- 
gions never before trod by a white man, with 
almost no provisions. 

“On July 15 we left the Northwest river 
and on Aug. 1 we were practically out of pro- 
visions. We were soaked tothe skin nearly 
every day until the middle of September, and 
often slept in our wet clothes and wet 
blankets. Early in September the weather 
grew too cold for fish to bite. 


Often No Meals at All. 


“Until then we did well enough, but after 
that we were often without anything, our 
meals consisting simply of tea. Our salt 
and sugar were gone early. We ate every- 
thing boiled, and drank the water the food 
was bojle@in. Birds, ike grouse, duck, ete., 
were wholly consumed, including heads and 
feet—in fact, we ate everything but the feath- 
ers, and every part of the fish. 

“We reluctantly. turned homeward over 
our old trail, as winter was upon us. On Oct. 
11 we reached the camp where we had killed 
a caribou. We got together the dried bones 
we had left and bolled them for soup. We 
soraped the skin from the decayed head, 
boiled, and ate that. The horns we scorched 
in the fire and ate them. Everything was 
eaten that we could eat, all the way down on 
our retreat. 

‘*At length one day Hubbard could not 
carry his little pack into camp. I made him 
put it down and follow without any load. I 
returned and got his pack. The next day, 
October 17, was the same. He could go no 
farther. We pitched a tent and made him 
lie down. : 

“We had a consultation and it was de- 
cided that we should leave our caribou bones, 
some pieces of a flour bag I found (thrown 


away on the way up) with some lumps of |. 


moldy flour sticking to it, for Hubbard, while 
George and I were to go on the next morn- 

to another flour bag we had abandoned, 
hoping to find some flour in it. 


Extracts from Hubbard’s Diary. 
Following are some extracts from Hub- 


bard's diary, which he left: | 

After the boys left I drank a cup of strong tea 
and some bone broth. I also ate some really de- 
lictous rawhide (boiled with bones), and it made 
me enough to write this. 

I am not suffering. Acute pangs of hunger 
have given way to indifference. I am sleepy. I 
think death from starvation is not so bad.. But 
let no one suppose I expect it.

Premier Urges Nation to Up- 


hold the Emperor on All 
Points During Crisis. 


RUSSIA’S LETTERS GIVEN. 


Editor of Tokio Paper Is to Be

Spy a? the Enemy.

TOKIO, March 23.—The first business ses- 
sion of the diet today was more impressive 
even than the opening ceremony. The cab- 
inet ministers and delegates were present in 
full force. Premier Katsura spoke briefly, 
giving the reasons that made it necessary to 
begin hostilities against Russia. Foreign 
Minister Komura spoke for over half an 
hour without notes and with great earnest- 
ness, giving the details of the negotiations 
leading up to the severing of diplomatic re- 
lations. He frequently was applauded, but 
the demeanor of the house was marked by 
extreme gravity. 


Premier’s Earnest Address. 

The premier said the diet had been sum- 
morned at an unparalleled moment in the an- 
nals of the country. He counted it a great 
honor to share with the members of the diet 
the duty of upholding the noble policy of the 
emperor. The maintenanceof the permanent 
peace of the orient by the consolidation of the 
position of the emperor and by promoting 
friendly relations with the great powers 
respecting the legitimate rights of the powers 
he said was the established policy of Japan. 
Continuing, he said: 3 

* Russia not only failed to meet the Japan- 
ese proposals, but defiantly and definitely 
resorted to actions calculated to injure the 
national rights of Japan. Japan was com- 
pelled in self-defense to terminate negotia- 
tions and’ take independent action.”’ 

He was confident the world would recognize 
the justice and patience uniformly exercised 
by Japan in carrying forward the negotia- 
tions. He was anxiously desirous for peace, 
mindful of the woeful consequences which 
war brings to mankind. 


Submits Russian Correspondence, 

Minister of Foreign Affairs Komura placed 
before the house the full text of the diplo- 
matic correspondence with Russia, com- 
mencing with the opening of negotiations 
in July last and ending with instructions 
to Minister Kurino to withdraw from St.

FEAR CHINA WILL JOIN IN WAR. 


Berlin Post Quotes French Diplomatist

realization. 

Dispatches, he says, have been received at 
the Quai D’Orsai from Pekin stating the 
Chinese government still denies ft has any in- 
tention of abandoning its attitude of neu- 
trality, but everything goes to show it is 
really only waiting for a favorable oppor- 
tunity to take part in the hostilities. The 
Russian government has received similar re- 
ports from its minister in Pekin and is taking 
measures in consequence. 

In the last day or two an exchange of views 
of an exhaustive character has taken place 
between the French and Russian govern- 
ments as to China’s intervention in the war, 
but no decision has as yet been come to as 
to lines of action to be adopted by France in 
this eventuality. The answer of the Chinese 
government to the threatening dispatches 
sent in by Russia is waited with anxiety.

Wharton Barker Publishes Conversa- 
tion He Had with Emperor, Who 
Told Why He Took Side of Union 
Against Confederacy — France and 
England Had Proposed Recognising 
the Other Belligerent—Sent Ships to 
America to Show His Intentions. 


New York, March 23.—[{Special.]—Wharton 
Barker of Philadelphia, who was the Amer- 
ican representative of Baring Bros., the 
London bankers, and in 1878 the financial 
agent of Russia in United States intrusted 
with the building of four cruisers for the 
Russian navy contributes to this week’s In- 
dependent an article called “The Secret of 
Russia’s Friendship.” 

Mr. Barker, in his article, relates a conver- 
gation he*had with Alexander II. on Aug. 
17, 1879, which he has carefully kept secret 
all these years. The audience was at the 
Pavlovski palace of the Grand Duke Con- 
stantine. 


Alexander’s Version of Affair. 
Barker says the czar then said to him: 
‘‘In the autumn of 1862 the governments 

of France and Great Britain proposed to 
Russia in a formal but not official way the 


independence of the confederate states of 
America. My immediate answer was: ‘I 
will not coUJperate in such action. I will not 
acquiesce. On the contrary, I shall accept 
a en of the independence of the con- 
federate states by France and Great Britain 
as a causus belli for Russia and in order that 
.the governments of France and Great Brit- 
ain may understand this is no idle threat I 
will send the Pacific fleet to San Francisco 
and the Atlantic to New York.’ Sealed orders 
to both admirals were given.” 


Helped Save United States. 

After a pause Mr. Barker says the czar 
proceeded: ‘“ My fleets arrived at the Amer- 
ican ports. There was no recognition of the 
independence of the confederate states by 
Great Britain and France. The American re- 
bellion was put down and the great Ameri- 
can republic continues. 

“ All this I did because of love for my own 
dear Russia rather than for love of the 
American republic. I acted thus because I 
understood Russia would have a more seri- 
ous task to perform if the American repub- 
lic, -with its advanced industrial develop- 
ment, was broken up and Great Britain 
should be left to control most branches of 
modern industrial development."’ 


HUNGRY SAILORS CHEW LEAD. 


Crew of British Bark Reach England 
After Seven Days Without 
Food or Water. 


{BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

LONDON, March 23.—Survivors from the 
British bark, Mary A. Troop, which was 
abandoned at sea while on a voyage from 
Pensacola to Rio Janeiro, have arrived at 
Southampton. They relate terrible experi- 
ences. The bark encountered a gale during 
which its boats were swept away, its main 
and mizzen masts went by the board, and its 
bulwarks and hatches were ripped off. It 
then became waterlogged, and for twenty- 
six days tremendous seas swept over it. 
The carpenter was drowned. 

At the end of nineteen days all the food, 
consisting of a barrel of flour, a dozen boxes 


, of condensed milk, and a can of apricots, was 


eaten, and all the water drunk. The crew 
then chewed lead and wood to relieve their 
cravings. 

The captain's niece, in addition to the 
agonies of hunger, thirst, and exposure, lost 
all her warm clothing, and was compelled 
to improvise clothing from sacks. 

The gale was fierce, and those aboard the 
bark were compelled to lash themselves to 
the deck to prevent being swept overboard, 
At the same time they had to work the 
pumps and keep the vessel from founder- 
ing, though reduced almost to skeletons and 
half mad from their privations. 

When their condition seemed hopeless the 
steamer Cairnessla was sighted. It plucki- 
ly took off those on the bark, notwithstand- 
ing the heavy and dangerous seas. The sur- 
vivors landed at Havre, whence they were 
brought to Southampton. 


FRENCH CABINET NEAR CRISIS. 


Combes Ministry Thought to Be Near 
Dissolution on the Naval

PARIS, March 23.—The belief steadily 
grows that the Combes ministry may not 
be able to weather the recent minor reverses, 
and it is even said in high quarters thata 
culmination of the crisis is likely to come 
next Friday, with the retirement of Marine 
Minister Pelletan and probably all the mem: 
bers of the present ministry.

Twelve battalions of Turkish troops, com- 
manded by Shakir Pasha, have surrounded 
10.000 Albanians at Babatepe. 

Shakir Pasha has asked for reinforce- 

ments. Ten additional battalions will be 
sent to him. Pending their arrival Shakir 
Pasha is negotiating with the Albanians. 
' The announcement from Salonica March 8 
that the Albanian revolt had been sup- 
pressed was, it appears, premature.

SURGEONS RESTORE LIFE 
BY MASSAGING THE HEART. 


Remarkable Method of Giving a New 
Lease to Those Apparently Dead from 
Chloroform on Operating Table. 


Philadelphia, Pa., March 23.—[{Spectal.]— 
A remarkable method of restoring life in 
cases of apparent death from chloroform col- 
lapse during surgical operations by mas- 
saging the heart was outlined before the 
County Medical society by Dr. W. W. Keen 
tonight. Dr. Keen declared that the proper 
course in such a case was to lay the heart 
open at once and proceed to restore action 
by artificial means. | 

Twenty-seven cases in which this course 
had been taken were cited. Of these, four 
recovered. One specific case was given in 
detail. The heart had ceased to beat for 
two minutes, and to all appearances life was 
extinct. The heart was exposed, the hand 
inserted into the cavity above it so as to 
exert pressure from the inside, while with 
the other similar pressure was exerted from 
the outside, In all four recoveries the pa- 
tient was as good as dead when massage was 
resorted to. 

Among the cures effected in this manner 
was that of a young man who was stabbed 
through the heart so seriously as to require 
six stitches. Heart massage was kept up 
during the operation, which was performed 
at Jefferson hospital by Dr. Stewart. He 
exhibited a bag in which the patient can be 
placed while inducing artificial respiration. 

Dr. Joseph Price, an inveterate foe of chlo- 
roform, in the diseussien which followed as- 
serted that most deaths under operations 
resulted from chloroform. In 10,000 ether 
eases there had not been a death. He said 
he would rather die than have his heart 
taken out and fondled by surgeons, Dr. 
Keen thought that in such event his dis- 
tinguished patient would not object to hayv- 
ing life saved.

SHAW HITS AT CLEVELAND. 


Discusses Trust Legislation 
in Opening Campaign in Rhode 
Island. 


Providence, R. 1, March 23.—The repub- 
lican national campaign in Rhode Island 
was virtually opened by Secretary of the 
Treasury Leslie M. Shaw and United States 
Senator Aldrich of Rhode Island, who were 
the principal speakers at the banquet to- 
night of the Young Men's Republican club. 
Trust legislation, its progress under sever- 
al administrations, and the attitude of for- 
mer President Grover Cleveland in regard 
to such legislation constituted the principal 
points of Secretary Shaw's address, while 
Senator Aldrich tried to impress upon his 
hearers the necessity of organized effort in 
order to insure party success.

Without ad- 
mitting the sufficiency of his explanation, 
it is quite gratifying to have so distinguished 
a person unqualifiedly approve the institu- 
tion, the prosecution, and the result of the 
merger case.” 


MILES IS NIBBLING AT BAIT. 


General Will Speak at Iroquois Club 
Banquet in Chicago—Also Flirts 
with Prohibitionists. 


Washington, D. C., March 23.—[Special. }— 
Gen. Nelson A. Miles is nibbling at presiden- 
tial bait cast by both democrats and prdhi- 
bitionists. He is to be the principal speaker 
at the Jefferson day banquet of the Iroquois 
club of Chicago, where a mild boom is an- 
ticipated, and also he has written to the Rev.

Washington, D. C., March 23.—President 
Rooseveit soundly lectured a party of Ogal- 
lala Sioux Indians today because they were 
interested more in horse racing and gambling 
than in agriculture. American Horse, Young 
Man Afraid, Red Hawk, Edgar Free Thun- 
der, George Sword, George Fast Horse, and 
Frank Going informed the president they 
owned about 40,000 ponies and the same num- 
ber of cattle. The president told them they 
ougit to dispose of at least half of their 
ponies and increase their holdings of cattle 
to 100,000, The policy of the government, he 
said, Was to take care of the older Indians, 
but the younger members soon would have 
to look out for themeeives.

JOB OPPOSES EIGHT HOUR BILL. 


Declares Labor Leaders Do Not Repre- 
sent Views of Rank and File— 
Gompers Also Speaks. 


Washington, D. C., March 23.—In a discus- 
sion of the eight hour bill, Frederick W. Job, 
secretary of the Employers’ union of Chi- 
cago, today told the senate committee on 
education and labor that he did not believe 
the labor leaders of the country represented 
the real views of the rank and file of work- 
ingmen, organized or unorganized. 

He made an attack on the leaders, assert- 
ing that from Gompers down these leaders 
persisted in misrepresenting conditions. Mr. 
Job called attention to labor troubles where 
nonunion men had been beaten down with 
clubs or shot, and said that the official 
organs of organized labor never had con- 
tained one word of denunciation of these 
crimes. 

The other speakers before the committee 
today were George S. Boyle, editor of the 
Municipal Gazette of Wilkesbarre, Herbert 
E. Miles of Racine, Wis., Daniel A. Tomp- 
kins of North Carolina, and Samuel Gomp- 
ers. 

Mr. Gompers challenged many of the state- 
ments of opponents of the measure, and de- 
‘clared that the use of the injunction against 
labor was of comparatively recent origin and 
entirely unjustified, 

Mr. Gompers concluded with expressing 
the belief that the anti-injunction bill would 
be reported from the committee and pass the 
house and senate at the present session of 
congress.

ASKING A TROLLEY LOOP 
FOR UNION TRACTION CARS. 


Company Lays Before Council Ordinance 
for Wire in Adams Street, Also for 
One in Milwaukee Avenue. 


The plan of the Union Traction company to 
obtain a downtown loop for its electric cars 
was thrown into the council last evening in 
the form of an innocent looking ordinance 
proposed by Ald.

Early in the morning two farmers residing 
_near Franklin attempted to drive over a 
flooded bridge a short distance from where 
the engineer lost his life and their wagon 
was overturned. Both men were thrown to 
the bridge and the horses crashed through 
the railing and plunged into the water. 


Desplaines Bridges Under Water. 

In the Desplaines valley the water is higher 
than it has been for many seasons. Near 

yerside there was registered a depth. of 

15 feet yesterday morning. None of the 
buildings near the town was carried away, 
-aithough many in the vicinity of Lyons were 
partly submerged and their occupants forced 
to desert them. 

All the inundated structures adjoining 
Lyons are in the southern part of the land 
lying within the bend of the river. When 
the water rose it formed a new channel, 
and later covered the island thus made with 

‘fthree feet of water. Boats and rafts are 
being used by householders in this territory. 
At Grossdale the waters washed away one 
gitructure, spanning Saltcreek. The Burling- 
ton railroad bridge, ordinarily twenty feet 
above water, is now near the danger line. 

Among the residences flooded in Gross- 
dale were those of Postmaster Puscheck, 


Judge J. Bowman, and George E. Dyson.

MARTIAL LAW AT MINES 


COLORADO TROOPS AGAIN CON- 
TROL SAN MIGUEL COUNTY. 


Proclamation from Gov. Peabody Is 
Read Declaring State of Insurrec- 
tion and Rebellion Exists in District 
and Capt. Wells at Once Assumes 
‘Charge—Action Taken to Prevent 
Destruction of Property by Armed 
Bands of Strikers. 


Denver, Colo., March 23.—[Special.]—After 
ten days of civil control San Miguel is again 
under martial law. According to news from 
Telluride, the principal town of the San 
Juan mining district, which includes San 
Miguel county, a proclamation issued by 
Gov. Peabody was read there tonight declar- 
ing the county to be in a state of insurrec- 
tion and rebellion and ordering Capt. Wells 
of the local troop to assume control of af- 
fairs of the county. 

In the proclamation it is stated that cer- 
tain armed bands in the county are prepar- 
ing to join forces for the purpose of resist- 
ing the law and destroying property. 


Threats Are Made. 

Another reason given for placing the mil- 
itary in control is that crimes have been 
committed and threats are being made by 
disorderly persons. 

The primary cause for placing San Miguel 
under the control of the military again is 
the trouble between the union miners and 


the citizens’ alliance, which resulted in the: 


deporting of a number of union men several 
days ago. 

The action of the governor was consequent 
upon an appeal fromthe sheriff of the 
county, who stated that affairs had reached 
such a state that he could no longer enforce 
the law. The town of Telluride is repseted 
to be quiet tonight. 

Deported Men Hold Meeting. 

Information from Ouray, 2 neighboring 
mining camp, where the deported men sought 
refuge, tells of a joint meeting heid there be- 
tween the unions of Silverton and Ouray, 
which was attended by President Meyer of 
the Western Fe tion of Miners and the 
deported Telluride unionists. 

It was decided to start some of the evicted 
men back to Telluride tomorrow to test the 
situation. This will be done under the in- 
junction issued by Judge Stevens of Ouray. 


Troops at Trinidad. 

Trinidad, Colo., March 23.—The_ special 
‘train ‘bearing 380 members of the National 
Guard arrived here today. The coming of the 
troops caused absolutely no excitement. 
Camp was established in this city, and de- 
tachments were sent out to various coal 
camps to relieve the mine guards employed 
by the coal companies, who have been draw- 
ing $5 a day each. 


FRANCIS STOPS FAIR STRIKE. 


When Painters Walk Out President of 
Exposition Threatens to Abandon 
Decoration of All Buildings. 


St. Louis, Mo., March 23.—About 200 paint- 
ers are on a strike at the world’s fair grounds 
to enforce higher wages. President Francis 
drove up before the manufactures building 
today, where about sixty strikers had con- 
gregated, and from his buggy said: 

“If you men insist upon repudiating your 
agreement to return to work, and have no 
sense of honor or duty, we will simply not 
paint the exterior of the world’s fair build- 
ings.”” 

Sixteen painters immediately began paint- 
ing the manufactures building, and it is be- 
lieved the others will return to work soon.

TIPS OF HOTEL PORTERS 
HELD TO BE PAY'ENOUGH. 


Jury in Judge Mack’s Court Finds That 
Four Men at Great Northern Have No 
Just Claim to Further Wages. 


Revelations concerning the amount of hotel 


porters’ tips formed the real interest in a 


suit decided yesterday in Judge Mack’s court. 
Four porters of the Great Northern who sued 
for wages were held to have been sufficiently 
compensated by their tips, which, according 
to testimony from the head porter, James 
Halloway, could not have averaged less than 
$30 a month. 

Porters at the Auditorium and Annex de- 
clare that Halloway’s figures are much exag- 
gerated. 

Peter O’Brien, George Halloway, Dennis 
Walsh, and Patrick J. Lynch were the 
plaintiffs. Before the strike last June they 
turned over all their tips—that is, they were 
supposed to—to Head Porter Halloway, who 
ceeds, 

“It Was understood that a man would 
turn in at least the amount of his salary,” 
said Head Porter Halloway. ‘I never got 
any more, though I know there were times 
when the men took in $40 and $530 a month.” 

After the strike—which was settied vaguely 
by the men returning to work and keeping 
all tips—they were paid no wages. They 
made no complaint concerning their com- 
pensation until September, when they were 
discharged. Then they brought suit for 
wages at $30 a month. . 

Judge Mack held that the men had bee 
paid enough by the public. \ 


ELECTRICAL EXPERT IS DEAD. 


Chester D. Crandall, President of West- 
ern Company, to Be Buried To- 
morrow in Edgewater. 


Chester D. Crandall, Chicago, man- 
ager of the Western Electric company, died 
Tuesday night at his residence, 2821 Sheri- 
dan road, and will be buried tomorrow from 
the church of the Atonement in Edgewater. 
Mr. Crandall, who was a member of the 
Union League, Chicago Athletic, and Glen 
View and Edgewater Golf clubs, was born 
in Jefferson county, N. Y., in 1854. He grad- 
uated from the University of Rochester in 
1879, and soon afterward became connected 
with the Western Electric company, remain- 
ing with it four years before he was elected 
secretary and treasurer of the Gilliland 
Electric company of Indianapolis. In 1882 
he went to the Missouri and Kansas Tele- 
graph company of Kansas City, but re- 
turned to Chicago to become manager of the 
Western. company. Mr. Crandall was inter- 
ested in a number of electrical enterprises, 
including the street lighting plant in Pueblo, 
Colo. He left a widow and one daughter.

THE COUNCIL AND THE LOOPS. 

Byer -since the surface loops were in- 
stalled the street car map of downtown Chi- 
cago has looked like the Gordian knot in 
convulsions. And evidently it takes more 
than seventy aldermen to make one Alex- 
ander. 

Chicago is the only city in the world which 
brings its cars from all directions to one 
central districtand there puts them through 
a kaleidoscopic devil's dance from which 
escape is as tedious for the performers as it 
is dangerous for the spectators. Other 
cities, having less time to throw away, run 
their cars through their central districts in 
straight lines. By this ingenious device, 

which they have spared our aldermanic 
transportation committee the mental fatigue 
of inventing, they get an occasional seat in- 
stead of an eternal strap. 

On Wabash avenue at the present time 
the southward bound pedestrian, after he 
has hurdled the region where prominent 
citizens by means of skids have appropri- 

ated the sidewalks, arrives in the region 
Where the elevated structure, sprawling 
ver both sides of the street, compels all 
. @hicles to use the street car tracks in the 
meenter. He then observes that because of 


= our arrangement of loops the north bound 


ears are running on the west track and 
the south bound cfirs on the east one. That 
>is, both north and south bound cable cars 
take the left of the street. Meantime, be- 
cause of the universal American rule of the 
road, the teamsters drive to the right, work- 
ing north on the east track and south on 
the west one, The elevated structure forms 
the barrier surrounding the arena in which 
the teamster and the gripman meet head on. 
Disinterested lawyers have held that the 
city, by the exercise of its police power, can 
compel the street car companies to make 
arrangements with each other for the opera- 
tion of throngh routes. Certain of the city’s 
legal advisers have concurred in this opin- 
Bhe courts, in cases bearing on the street 
car companies, have surrounded the police 
power with extensive and impregnable forti- 


“fieastions. It was by the exercise of the po- 


lice power.that the city enforced the trans- 
fer ordinance. . 

Here, therefore, the city has a weapon 
with which it might possibly hack our down- 
town Gordian knot to pieces. It stands look- 
ing at that weapon with fat, dull eyes. It 


does not reach out forit. Itsays: “How 


do I know? It looks like a good weapon. 


It looks as if it were steel. But it may tum 
to. be papier maché.” 

The street car companies have a high 
Opinion of 2 city council of this kind. They 
are consumed with admiration for the 
“plain, hard common sense ” and the “ sub- 
stantial, conservative statesmanship ” 
which, instead of finding out whether the 
police power is made of steel or of papier 
maché, and instead of seizing whatever 
weapon is handiest and dealing whatever 
blows are possible, kneels down before its

That danger has passed 
by. There will be no trouble this year in the 
bituminous or the anthracite mines. In- 
deed, at this moment no great industry, ex- 
cept the building industry in New York City, 
is troubled by strikes or by the apprehension 
of them. 

The collapse of the cotton corner has con- 
tributed to the clearing of the industrial sky. 
The cotton growers may regret the fall in 
prices, but nobody ‘else does. The produc- 
tion and consumption of cotton goods will 
be stimulated. Higher cotton prices always 
mean quickly decreased consumption. 

There are symptoms of increasing activity 
in the stock market. The decision in the 
Northern Securities case had no unfavora- 
ble effect. Yesterday there was considerable 
buying of standard stocks and especially of 
railroad securities, This seems to indicate 
that Wall street believes railroad earnings 
will be good this year. 

The producers of the nation have been 
making new capital during the last two 
years, and in time some of it will be putinto- 
the better of the securities which have not 
been thoroughly digested and still clog the 
market. 

Conditions in the iron and steel market 
are promising. There is a good demand for 
pig iron, and as long as that lasts there is no 
occasion to despair of the republic of trade. 
The furious demand for iron and steel of 
two and three years ago need not be ex- 
pected to return. A reasonable demand at 
home and abroad for the products of the 
mills and the furnaces is all that can be 
looked for. 

As regards clothing, hardware, groceries, 
and other necessities their distribution has 
been retarded by unfavorable weather. The 
western and southern farmers who have had 
good crops and fair prices have an abundance 
of money and will buy seasonable goods free- 
ly when the goods reach them. | 

The urgent commercial need of the coun- 
try is fine weather.

Commercially, are the Philippines do- 
mestic or foreign? : 

If domestic, tariff duties should not be 
levied, as they now are, against Philippine 
products entering the United States. 

If foreign, congress should not consider, 
as it is now doing, a proposition to extend 
the “ coastwise ” laws of the United States 
to Philippine shipping. 

Congress seems intent on according to the 
Philippines all the drawbacks of member- 
ship in the American commercial! system and 
none of the advantages. Theexplanation of 
this discreditable scheme is to be found in 
the petitions of the “infant industries,” 
whispered into the ears of their beneficiary 
congressman. 

For instance, the tobacco trust does not 
wish to meet competition with the Philip- 
pine tobacco, so a tariff is levied against that 
product. The sugar trust does not want to 
meet the competition of Philippine sugar, so 
a tariff is levied against that product. On 
the other hand, the shipping trust (Interna- 
tional Navigation company) greatly desires 
to be ascribed by law a monopoly of the 
carrying trade of the Philippines. So a bill 
which will give them what they ask a year 


| from now is being quietly engineered through 


both houses of congress. . 

It will be infamy if the American congress 
legislates for the shipping, tobacco, and 
sugar trusts at the expense of the Philip- 
pines. 

“COMMUNITY OF INTEREST.” 

The “holding company” or merger has 
gone, only that that old acquaintance, “ com- 
munity of interest,” may return to resume 
charge of railroad affairs and prevent a re- 
duction of rates. Perhaps in time some other 
method of stifling competition may be de- 
vised, but for the present the one which was 
so popular three years ago will have to be 
depended on. The Northern Securities com- 
pany bows to the decision of the Supreme 
court. It will distribute among its stock- 
holders the Northern Pacific and Great 
Northern stock, which it has been decided it 
has no legal right to hold. In making the 
announcement Mr, James J. Hill cannot 
help firing a parting shot at the majority 
of the Supreme court. He says that since 
the Northern Securities company was 
formed the rates paid by the public on the 
roads it controlled have been materially re- 
duced, while the roads themselves have been 
extended and their facilities for doing busi- 
ness increased. There has been, says he, a 
“beneficial increase of commerce,” which 
five justices “ disregard as irrelevant.” 

The “ holding company ” disappears and 
the stocks ‘t held are to be distributed, but, 
says Mr. Hill, “ perfect unity of interest has 
existed between Mr. Harriman and myself 
since the decision of the Supreme court.” 

Mr. Harriman says that a “ perfect under- ' 

standing ” has been reached all around—the 
kind of perfect understanding which cast- 
eth out all competition. 
' ‘$o far as the railroad situation in the 
northwest is concerned the decision of the 
Supreme court has changed nothing. So 
long as Messrs. Hill, Harriman, and Morgan 
eontinue to walk down Wall street arm in 
arm there will be an effective merger of the 
railroads they control, and as much restraint 
of trade as there was during the reign of 
the short lived Northern Securities com- 
pany. 


One of the most sensible though revolu- 
tionary suggestions made by Capt. Piper in 
his recent report on the police situation was 
that the city hereafter employ younger 
guardians, men active and vigilant, between 
the ages of 20 and 25. The selection of 
American policemen hitherto has been based 
either on politics or superstition. “One of 
the finest” must have conformed to a cer- 
tain type—namely: the portly Irish biue- 
coat with the military mustache, beau ideal 
of nurse and servant girls along the beat. 
Other requirements there were none—or 
practically none. He did not need to be a 
good shot or to be particularly alert. In 
fact, the marksmanship of most of the po- 
licemen is notoriously poor. A mad dog run- 
ning amuck on a midsummer day rejoices in 
the fact of his immunity from the patrol- 
man’s bullets, At best the typical policeman 
has too often been the terror of the smal) 
boys, and little more. 

Out in Manila a few years ago they had a 
different system.

LETTER OF MARQUISE DE FONTENOY |

ING EDWARD'S order in council, just 
promulgated in a special issue of the 
London Gazette, giving his sanction 
as sovereign to the marriage of Priu- 
cess Alexandra of Cumberland, of 

Brunswick, and of Great Britain to the 
grand duke of Mecklenburg-Schwerin—a 
sanction required under the terms of the Eng- 
lish royal marriage law in order to render the 
union in question a valid one—may be said 
to signalize the advent of a new dynasty into 
the long list of heirs to the throne of England. 

There is no crown in the world that has 
such a varied assortment of foreign princes 
and princesses that are in the line of suc- 
cession thereto as that of Great Britain. 
They include the present German empercr, 
his children, his brother, Prince Henry, and 
his sisters, one of whom is crown princess 
of Greece, and whose children, one of whon) 
will be the future king of Greece, are through 
her likewise in the line of succession to the 
throne of King Edward, Then there is the 
grand duke of Hesse and his sisters, one of 
whom is the empress of Russia, whose four 
little daughters are all now among the event- 
ual heirs to the British throne. : 

In addition to these there is the crown 
prince of Mecklenburg-Strelitz,whose mother, 
Princess Augusta, the old grand duchess vf 
Mecklenburg-Strelitz, is now, since the death 
of her brother, the duke of Cambridge, and of 
her cousin, Queen Victoria, the only sur- 
viving grandchild of King George III. of 
England. Her son’s two daughters, one of 
them now crown princess of Montenegro, 
and the other married to the French drug- 
gist’s son, Count Jametel, are also in the linc 
of succession, and might in certain eventual- 
ities inherit the throne of England. 

Then there is the duke of Saxe- 
Coburg, a grandson of Queen Victoria; his 
sister, Princess Alice of Albany, who mar- 
ried Prince Alexander of Teck the other day 
at Windsor; Princess Ernest of Hohenlohe, 
another of Queen Victoria's granddaughters, 
and her children; the king of Wiurtemberg 
and his daughter, married to the prince of 
Wied; also Prince Victor and Prince Louls 
Bonaparte, their sister, the widowed duchess 
of Aosta, and her little boy, Prince Humbert 
of Italy, count of Salemi, now about 15 
years of age, their rights of succession com- 
ing to them through their father’s mother, 
who was Princess Carolina of Wtirtemberg. 
Nor should I omit the duke of Brunswick 
and Cumberland, with his children, among 
them his eldest daughter, Marie Louise, mar- 
| ried to Prince Maximilian of Baden, future 
grand duke of that country. 

The crown princess of Roumania, who is a 
granddaughter of Queen Victoria, and her 
children would be in the line of succession to 
the English throne had she not forfeited’ her 
rights in connection therewith by marrying 
a Roman Catholic. The English law does not 
object to a prince or princess of the reign- 
ing house wedding a member of the Greek 
church, a Jewess, a Mohammedan, or a 
member of any Christian or un-Christian 
faith. But ever since the act of settlement 
in 1700, which ferms part and parcel of the 
British constitution, marriage with a Roman 
Catholic carries with it forfeiture of all 
rights of succession to the English throne, 
both for the contracting parties and their 
descendants. 


Pius X. has just restored to the ancient 
basilica of St. Sylvester, at Rome, a relic 
which has been missing from its sanctuary 
for more than thirty years. It is nothing 
more nor less than the alleged head of St. 
John the Baptist. preserved in a golden 
urn, valued at $30,000 At the time when 
the Italian government took possession of 
Rome, tn 1870, Pope Plus IX., who regarded 
the contents of this urn as the most sacred 
relic In the Eternal city, and who was con- 
vinced that Rome was destined to become 
the prey of anarchy, caused the urn to be 
removed from St. Syivester to his private 
chapel at the vatican. It remained there 
until the other day, all the efforts on the 
part of the church of St. Sylvester to re- 
cover possession of the relic being without 
avail, Leo XIII. in particular turning a 
deaf ear to every petition on the subject. 
Pius X., however, has recognized the justice 
‘et the demands of the church in question, 
and two weeks ago the urn was quietly 
conveyed by one of the prelates of his 
household in a closé@ carriage from the 
vatican to the church, where it now once 
more figures. 

Lord Charles Berésford has, I hear, got 
into serious trouble with the authorities at 
Whitehall, and even with the king himself, 
in connection with the mysterious disap- 
pearance of the signal book of the St. George, 
one of the principal vessels of the channel 
equadron under his command, it being held 
that the disappearance of the book, which 
has only been recovered after quite a time. 
indicates a deplorable laxity of discipline. 
Of such importance is this signal book, and 
s0 anxious are the English authorities to 
rrevent any knowledge of its contents fail- 
ing into the hands of any foreign power, that 
it is kept in heavy metal cases, pierced with 
holes, so as to insure of its remaining at 
the bottom of the sea in lieu of floating if 
it is either thrown overboard or if the ship 
on which it is happens to founder. More- 
over, the officer of the watch, on coming on 
duty, is required to assure himself that it 
is in its proper place. 

This last named regulation does not ap- 
pear to have been followed, and it was only 
after some time that the disappearance of 
the book was discovered at Gibraltar, and 
tnen the question arose as to where it could 
have been stolen or lost, Vigo, Lisbon, and 
other foreign ports at which the channel 
squadron had touched being mentioned in 
connection therewith. 

It has now been found under circum- 
stances almost as strange as those which 
characterize its loss—namely: in one of a 
rumber of empty wooden cases on board a 
lighter or barge somewhere on the Tagus, 
the owner of which, seeing the English coat 
of arms, turned it over to one of the petty 
officers of the Portuguese cruiser Don Car- 
los, the captain of which vessel, recognizing 
the importance of the volume, at once dis- 
patched it under seal by his first Neutenant, 
Mendes Almeida, to the British envoy at 
Lisbon. 

Meanwhile Lieut. Burgess and three of 
the petty officers of the St. George, who 
were on duty when the disappearance of 
the book was ascertained, have been or- 
dered before a court martial, with a view to 
placing the responsibility and assigning the 
punishment to those directly responsible for 
this most disagreeable contretemps, much 
blame, however, being placed upon the 
shoulders of Lord- Charles Beresford, the 
commanding admiral of the squadron, for 
the existence of such conditions of discipline 
as rendered it possible that the signal book 
should have been missing tor several days 
vefore the discovery of its loss. 

The unpleasant uncertainty which pre- 
vails as to what happened to the book during 
the period that intervéned between its dis- 
appearance from on board the St. George 
ind its recovery, as well as the ignorance 
concerning the. hands through which it may 
have passed during that time, will render 
recessary changes in the entire signal code. 
entaifjng immense cost and labor. The book 
contained, among other things, the confiden- 
tial code used for torpedo craft, and, indeed, 
a compendium of all naval signals excepting 
the secret war code. 

Some idea of the trouble involved may 
be gathered from the fact that the aim of 
the commanders of each ship is to teach 
subalterns, petty officers, and young seamen 
to recognize signals without recourse to the 
Look, and on almost every battleship and 
cruiser there are officers and men who can 
so read at sight a conversation by means of 
flags or lights. The modification of the 
code now rendered necessary means that all 
this labor of learning to read the signals 
will have to be done over again. A number 
of years ago a signal book vanished in the 
same way from the Royal Sovereign, and |. 
when it was afterwards recovered the entire 
code had to be changed, owing to the con- 
viction that, when codes of this kind dis- 
eppear, it is never through carelessness but 
always through nefarious designs.

MADAME BUTTERFLY. 
A Play in One Act. Founded on 
John L, Long's Story,

Presented at the Grand Opera House,

Miss Bates presented at the matinée at 
the Grand yesterday afternoon “‘ Mme. But- 
terfly,”"’ the one act play which was Mr. 
Belasco’s first essay as dramatist into the 
realm of the Japanese, and which at the time 
of its initial production in New York enjoyed 
a large measure of public approval and 
patronage, Its presentation here yesterday 
showed it to be a peculiarly delicate and 
appealing story told in a rarely fine and 
artistic manner. 


_ The story is as old as humanity itself—a 
woman's loving trust In a man who wooed, 
left, and forgot her, his return, and her 
realization that all her trust and love had 
been misplaced. In the little play which 
Mr. Belasco has constructed on the Long 
sketch the woman is a simple minded, af- 
fectionate Japanese girl, who knew three 
months of happiness with an American naval 
lieutenant whose ship came to the oriental 
port, and who wedded her in Japanese fash- 
ion. Two years have passed, but she still 
believes that he will come to her, for when 
he departed he promised he would return 
‘“‘when the robins nest again.’’ A child has 
been born to her, her parents and friends 
have cast her off, but she “ knows” that 
Lieut. B. F. Pinkerton will in due time 
arrive to claim her. She plans with her 
faithful maid how they will receive him, 
she tells the babe of the joy of its father’s 
coming, she repels a wealthy wooer who 
would wed her, and even the American con- 
sul, who comes to her at Pinkerton’s sugges- 
tion to “‘explain’’ to her that a marriage 
with an American woman has recently taken 
place, is unable to make her understand the 
truth. 

The ship returns, the little home is decked 
with blooms of pink and white, and all is 
made ready-for the welcoming of the lover, 
husband, and father. Then comes a long 
night of watching and waiting, and finally 
a meeting with the true wife, who, having 
heard the story, is willing to take the child 
and care for it in her own home in America. 
Then the cruel realization comes home to the 
innocent, simple mind, and, bidding the other 
woman return in fifteen minutes, a quiet 
farewell of the child is taken, then harakiri, 
and the end of Mme. Butterfly. The story, 
although familiar, is made peculiarly puis- 
sant in its appeal to the emotions by reason 
of the childlike nature of the Japanese maid. 
Her trustfulness and happiness are so abso- 
lute and so ingenuous, her whole character 
is so sweetly pure and guileless, that the 
crushing blow that destroys her seems as 
cruel as would the deliberate slaying of 
some petted bird, or the vicious trampling 
down of some fragrant woodland bloom. 

There were not many dry eyesin the Grand 
yesterday when the final curtain fell, and the 
tribute was paid not alone to the exquisite 
little play Mr. Belasco has fashioned with 
such admirable skill, but to the equally ex- 
quisite and beautiful manner in which Miss 
Bates played the title part..

EXT week, weather permitting, Chi- 
cago will begin its annual house- 
cleaning. Within the next six weeks, 
on the authority of Assistant Super- 
intendent Solon of the street cleaning 
department, every improved street and alley 
within the city limits will be thoroughly and 

completely cleaned. 

“It is up to the various improvement 
leagues and associations to see that they are 
kept clean after we get through with them.” 

That is what Supt. Solon says, in effect, 
ee he puts it in the form of a suggés- 

n 


The idea is that the work of giving the 
streets and alleys a thorough cleaning after 
the long lapse of winter is too great a task 
for the improvement associations to under- 
take, whereas the work of keeping them 
clean after they have once been put in apple 
pie order will be a comparatively easy and 
cheap matter. 

The great annual housecleaning will cost 
upwards of $100,000 and will employ the serv- 
ices of about 825 teams and an army of nearly 
1,500 men for at least six weeks. To the 
cleaning of the streets alone more than 600 
men and 200 teams will devote all their 
attention. To the alleys and garbage depos- 
itories will be assigned about 800 men and 
625 teams. 

The work will be begun in the center of the 
city and will be pushed gradually to the out-

side as fast as it can be completed. The 
whole city will be divided into districts, each 
under the charge of a superintendent and 
several assistants, and each district will be 
completely cleaned up before the next one is 
entered, 

It may be that the various improvement 
associations can codperate with the city in 
making this cleaning thorough, efther as 
individual clubs or through their central as- 
soctation. At any rate it would seem certain 
that there is a great opportunity before the 
improvement associations in the direction of 
keeping things clean after the city has com- 
pleted its work. To do this in a practical 
way, however, there is necessity for a much 
greater degree of coiperation between the 
city hall and the various improvement asso- 
ciations than now exists. Supt. Solon in- 
vites the officers of the various associations 
or of their central associations to consult 
with him for the purpose of arranging the 
details of such coéperation. 

At present the city hall people feel more 
or less sore at the improvement associa- 
tions and are glad to criticise their work; 
while on the other hand the people interested 
in the improvement clubs are quick to point 
the finger of scorn at the street cleaning de- 
partment. 

If the best advantage is to be taken of the 
annual spring street cleaning, which be- 
gins next week, it is essential that criticism 
on both sides be dropped to a large extent and 
the energies of both devoted to the practical 
work of cleaning the streets and keeping 
them clean. Now is the time for the two 
opposing interests to get together. If they 
work at cross purposes it will not take more 
than a few weeks for the good results of: 
the annual cleaning to be wiped out. 

Another suggestion along the same line 
is that special orders be issued to the police 
department to strictly enforce those city 
ordinances which forbid, under penalty, the 
littering of streets or alleys with waste 
paper or other refuse. Of course the city 
hall will answer that it cannot afford to 
detail any policeman especially to this work; 
but it would doubtless do a great deal of good 
in the direction of keeping things clean, once 
they had been cleaned, if the police officers 
stationed at downtown crossings, as well as 
those doing patrol duty, both day and night, 
should be ordered to enforce the ordinances. 
Doubtless a good many prominent citizens 
who have been in the habit of throwing away 
their morning papers as they leave the street 
cars downtown would be surprised and out- 
raged at being arrested. But if a warning 
should be issued now through all the news- 
papers that after the annual housecleaning 
these ordinances would be strictly enforced, 
there would be time for everybody to pre- 
pare for the new order of things. There 
ean be no question that, withou.. making 
any special detail, the present police force 


could be of great assistance in keeping thines

He recognized the so-called “‘ Sarah 
Black,” he said, as Aimless, and knew there 
was “ringing” being done from this fact, 
He waited till he saw what race she was en- 
tered in, then bet on her.

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SCALPERS PLAN A FIGHT. 


WILL WAR ON INJUNCTION OF ST. 
LOUIS RAILROADS. 


Alarmed by Decision Prohibiting Them 
from Dealing in Nontransferable 
Tickets, They Appeal to All to Aid 


Seek Writs to Drive Brokers from 
the City—Twenty-two Offices to -— 
Affected—Trafiic Notes. 


The sweeping decision of Judge Thayer in 
the United States Court of Appeals, upnold- 
ing the injunction obtained by the St. Louis, 
railroads to prevent ticket scalpers from 
dealing in nontransferable. tickets, has 
caused dismay among the scailpers all over 


Louig scalpers point out that the decision 
will be a deathbiow to ticket scalping. 

They appeal for subscriptions to a fund to 
be used in taking an appeal to the Supreme 
court, and suggest that a rational conven- 
tion be held as soon as possible. 


Want Injunctions in Chicago. 


Meanwhile the railroads are preparing to 
follow up their victory by securing injunc- 
tions to restrain scalpers from dealing in 
tickets at all important business centers. 
The Chicago Terminal lines will move at 
once to obtain injunctions here. Chicago for 
years has been the most profitable field for 
scalpers. There are now twenty-two offices, 
twenty of which are on Clark street, between 
Madison and Harrison streets. In addition 
to those having offices, there are a number 
of “ floaters,’””’ who trade at the second class 
hotels. The latter are engaged principally in 
selling forged, altered, and stolen tickets, 
and leave as soon as they have disposed of 
thelf supply. 

Since the formation of the railway ticket 
protective bureau the regular scalpers have 
not given the railroads In Chicago the trouble 
that scalpers in Kansas City, Buffalo, and 
St. Louis have. 

The decision in St. Louis is sure‘to drive 
scalpers from that city, and a number have 
been planning to open offices in Chicago, and 
make this city the center for manipulation of 
world’s fair tickets. 

If the railroads succeed in obtaining in- 
junctions &gainst the Chicago ticket scalpers, 
it is probable Chicago will receive more lib- 
eral treatment from the railroads in the mat- 
ter of tickets to the world’s fair. 


Short Line to Be Extended. 


The project of extending the Des Moines 
Short line from Iowa Falls to some point in 
northern Iowa has been revived. Several 
surveys have been made, and the figures:

INTERESTING TRADE GOSSIP ON “CHANGE. 


A good deal of interest is being manifest- 
ed among shippers and receivers over the 
proposition to consolidate the duties of the 
official samplers under one head, who shall 
be more directly under the control of the 
board. ‘Those who are desirous of having 
the change made declare it will be a great 
improvement to have but one official sampler, 
who should work in conjunction with the 
state inspection department under dhe super- 
vision of the grain committee of the board. 
The point is made that under the present 
system there are about as many different 
varieties of grain in each grade as thefe are 
samplers, as each sampler may have differ- 
ent views, and the tendency of the state 


inspection department is to give the buyer 


anything the sampler is- willing to take as 
coming up to the grade called for.

It is claimed the innovation would 
result in a saving to the trade, as it is hoped 
under it one eampling of car lots would be 
enough. At present samples are taken on 
the arrival of cars, and again by the official 
samplers, and sometimes a third time if on 
resale the new buyer is not satisfied with 
the previous samples. Shippers are not all 
in favor of the proposed change. Some of 
them think it would be putting too much 
power in one man’s hands, and others that 
eastern buyers who are used to particular 
samplers would want to continue to employ 
them. It is urged that under the proposed 
change it would be easier to force conformi- 
ty with the official type samples of the 
board. 

New low levels for this break were reached 
by the July deliveries. Old July at 85X%o 
was l4c under the high point and 2%c under 
the figure reached on the first drop after 
the war bulge, when the May was off to 
90%c, 4c under yesterday’s low. New July 
also was off i14c from the high point. The 
September deliveries were within \c of the 
low point. This break, the result of pro- 
longed liquidation, of the withdrawal of the 
bull leadership which was so effective in 
the uptufn, of the breaking of the drought 
in the southwest, and of more confident bear 
pressure, has been so severe that some of 
those who have been most successful in 
playing the bear side were inclined to take 
their profits. There was large buying by 
brokers and commission houses represent- 
ing John Cudahy, who must have taken 
comfortable profits out of the pit. On the 
other hand, Kauffman of St. Louls, who 
has been operating on the short side from 
a considerably higher level! than that of 
present prices, was supposed to be still press- 
ing his luck and adding to his short line. 
There was Cudahy covering on a large scale 
in corn as well, and this buying had a good 
deal to do with starting the reaction in both 
pits. 

Minneapolis reported four of the mills there 
had shut down and that stocks for four days 
had decreased only 15,000 bu, compared with 
a decrease of 700,000 bu for the week a year 
ago. The Minneapolis market was weak 
early, and the cash demand there called slow, 
with premiums lower, No. 1 northern only 
lc over May and No. 2 northern 2c to 2i4c 
over. There was a loss of 1\%&c to 1%c in fu- 
tures, and it looked as though the campaign 
of the Minneapolis millers to get cheaper 


wheat might be continued to still lower prices. 


But. there was buying here for northwest 
account on the break, and there was evi- 
dently good support in the Minneapolis mar- 
ket, for there was a good recovery there, 
closing prices only Kc to %c lower. One of 
the big mills was said to be taking July. It 
is said the Washburn mills will not shut 
down today, but that most of the others will 


close. Concerted action will, it is asserted, 
be taken later in the week. While theosten- 
sible reason for closing is high priced wheat 
and small demand for flour, it is intimated 
that the rea] reason is that millers are de- 
termined to fight the railroads on account 
of the switching charges, about which the 
millers for some time have domplained. 


By a vote of 578 against and 183 for the 
amendment to make No. 3 corn deliverable 
on contracts at 8c penalty was defeated in 
yesterday’s ballot. There were 563 votes 
cast against the proposition to make No, 3: 
oats deliverable at 2c penalty and 198 votes 
for the measure. In the decisive defeat of 
the corn amendment the opinion of Attorney 
Robbins was a strong influence, but the bui« 
of the corn pit was not favorable to it be- 
cause the proposed penalty is thought to be 
too small. The matter may be brought up 
again, with tHe penalty placed at 5c, but 
probably not until the country trade, if it 
favors the move as strongly as reported, 
brings influence to bear on the warehouse 
commission to install a new grade, new, No. 
8 corn, to remove the principal objection of 
Attorney Robbins to the change. 

The movement of wheat to Kansas City 
is beginning to confirm the claims which 
have been made for so long a time that it 
is hard to remember when they were first 
put forth, that supplies of hard winter wheat 
in the southwest were being exhausted and 
receipts would drop off. Receipts there yes- 
terday were less than they were a year 
ago, 26,000 bu, compared with 46,000 bu, 
while shipments were nearly three times as 
large, 70,000 bu. There was a similar story 
at St. Louis, receipts 21,000 bu, compared 
with 23,000 bu last year, and shipments 86,- 
000 bu. 

Advices from the southwest continue to 
dwell on the probability of a light move- 
ment for the rest of the crop. A letter from 
a miller at Junction City, Kas., to Peterson 
Bros. said: ““Wehave had good rains here and 
they will do a lot of good, but I do not think 
they will bring out any more wheat, as the 
high prices of the last six weeks have 
ee out about, all there was in farmers’ 


Cash wheat in the local sample market 
was quoted dull and slow, but there were 
a few sales of small lots to millers at prices 
said to be relatively higher compared with 
the futures than any yet paid. There was 
@ sale of 10,000 bu No, 2 red, the price not 
quoted, and of 25,000 bu spring wheat, which, 
it was said, brought 4c a bu more relatively 
than when the old July was selling at 94c.

MONGY RATES ARB STRADY 


TENDENCY TOWARD EASE, HOW- 
EVER, STILL CONTINUES. 


Brokers Find It Easy to Dispose of 
Good Commercial Paper at 4% Per 
Cent—Speculation on the Position of 
Cesmopolitan Electric Telephone 
Ordinance—Chicago Houses Show 
Some Improvement in Business — 
Corn I'roducts Board, 


The local money market shows no change 
from one week ago. It is probable, though, 
that near the end of the present month there 
will be the usual withdrawals of deposits 
to evade taxation. This money, however, 
usually begins returning to the banks the 
second day of April. Last year the with- 
drawals from some institutions were tem- 
porarily heavy. The bank call, too, appears 
likely to hit the banks af a time when their 
deposits will be slightly below the average. 

As far as local interest rates go, money 
can be borrowed on good collateral at 44 
per cent. There is a considerable volume 
of money placed at this rate, although, owing 
to the dullness of the securities market with 
western houses, there is fot this year any- 
thing like the collateral business there 
was eighteen months ago, or even twelve 
months ago. 

Commercial paper brokers find little diffi- 
culty in placing first class paper at 4% per 
cent. The general volume of business is, 
however, at 5 per cent. This latter applies 
to the regular customers of banks, who seek 
favors the yegr round, 

The tendency of country bank deposits is 
from steady to firm. Country Institutions 
should soon begin the return of such funds 
as were withdrawn for March 1 ‘engage- 


ments. 
Cosmopolitan Electric. 


Nothing has been heard of the Cosmopol- 
itan Electric company for some time. It is 
operating a small plant for the production 
of electric current, but has never utilized 
the telephone rights in the grant. 

There is some discussion in La Salle street 
as to whether there may be ultimately any 
bidding for the telephone franchise. The 
charter of the Chicago Telephone company 
expires a few years hence. The board of di-" 
rectors and the management in general has 
always held the view that, having made large 
expenditures in Chicago for the improvement 
and maintenance of its service, it will be 
treated with proper consideration when it 
seeks a renewal of its franchise. There are 
others, whose views are not so intimately 
associated with the welfare of the com- 
pany, who, noting the trend. of the times, 
do not see much room for optimism in the 
matter of charter renewal. 

It is this idea that suggests the value of 
the Casmopolitan Electric's telephone fran- 
chise if it can be acquired without invalidat- 
ing its provisions. It may be recalled that 
the Chicago Edison company fortunately 
acquired the Commonwealth Electric, secur- 
ing what thereby amounts to a@ fifty year ex- 
tension of its franchise. With the expiring 
of the Edison charter the Commonwealth 
Electric stands ready to take over the Edi- 
son’s assets. 

The Cosmopolitan Electric is owned by the 
People’s Gas interests. Several years ago 
these same interests sought to purchase the 
Chicago Edison company. It may be that 
their telephone franchise, which they own 
as a part of the Cosmopolitan Electric, is not 
for sale, but may be useful in some future 
consolidation deal. y 


\Chicago and the Market. 

Chicago commission houses again did an 
improved business yesterday. In addition to 
scalping operations, considerable profit tak- 
ing was reported. The trading as a whole 
was such as might be expected from those 
who had been watching the advance and 
were willing to mase a speculative turn as 
a guess. 

In response to a query as to the motive for 
the present buying Sidney C. Love wired the 
folowing reply from New York yesterday: 

“T am told here by a man who should 
know that this changed condition and feel- 
ing is entirely due to the vast improvement 
in the tron business. . .. This improve- 
ment in tron and steel has come about with- 
out any buying whatever from the railroads, 
and you know they consume 40 per cent of 
the product of the mills. 

‘Money has been accumulating here for 
some time, and if the roads can in the future 
go ahead with their expenditures we may 
have a stock market before fall. .. Es- 
pecially as crop conditions are certainly im- 


proving.”

The anticipated increase of Rochester fire insur- 
ance rates was made this week at the regular meet- 
ing of the local board.

plains itself, was given out: 
“The local board of underwriters, in com- 


trict committee of the New York State Assooiation 
of Underwriters, which represents various fire 
insurance companies doing business in Rochester, 
met this and decided to raise rates. 
Advances are 29 cents hg each eb insurance 
on all buildings occupi or mercantile . 
30 cents a $100 on contents thereof; 30 cents a 
$100 on all buildings occupied for manufacturing 
purposes, and 80 cents a $100 ‘on the contents 
thereof. These advances affect all mercantile and 
‘manufacturing risks included in what underwriters 


to Stillson street; Clinton street to Mortimer street, 
St. Paul street to Central avenue, North Water 
street to Central avenue, Stone street to Court 
street, South avenue to Court street, South Water 
street throughout, Front street throughout, Mill 
street to Piatt street, Brown’s race to Piatt street, 
State street to Platt street, Otsego street through- 
out, Fitzhugh street from Erie canal to Allen street, 
Exchange street to Court street, Aqueduct street 
throughout, Graves street throughout, Andrew 
street from State street to St. Paul street, Cor- 
ithian street throughout, Market street through- 
out.’ 


Smith Agnew has filed a bill in equity in Com- 
mon Please court No. 2 at Pittsburg against 
Henry L.. Ringwalt to secure an accounting of the 
partnership in which he and Ringwalt were en- 
gaged. He asks an Injunction to restrain Ring- 
walt from conducting the business in the name 
of the firm or in his own name as successor of 
the firm.

Being desirous 
of continuing the same, a written agreement was 
entered into on Dec. 15, 1804, by which they were 
to continue three years under the firm name of 
Ringwalt & Agnew. He-asks the court to appoint 
a ee Fe take charge of the books, accounts, 
and of the firm, or direct that Agnew have 
free access to the books, or that they be deposit- 
ed with some disinterested person. 


The Boston board of fire underwriters will hold 
a meeting Tuesday, March 20, at which a resolu- 
‘tion suggested by the executive committee op- 
posing @ proposed change in laws will be acted 
upon. It is stated that unless companies plainly 
instruct their agents or managers, the Boston 
board will not adopt the resolution, and the 60,000 
foot area bill may become law.
